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Children’s Theatre in Madras 


Rules for Administration 


By G. O. Ms. No. 2554, Public 
(Information and Publicity), 19th 
September 1958, S. R. O. No. 
A-6702 of 1958 the Government 
of Madras have notified the 
following Rules for the adminis- 
tration of the Children's Theatre 
in Madras. 

1. Name — The theatre shall 
be named the Children's Theatre. 


2. Administration — T h e 
Children’s Theatre will be under 
the administrative control of 
the Director of Information and 
Publicity, Madras. As in the 
ease of other Government build- 
ings the Public Works Depart- 
ment will be in charge of the 
eee of this building 
also. 


3. Staff-There will be a manager, 
who will be responsible for the 
organizational work and main- 
tenance of the theatre He will 
contact the heads of educational 
institutions and persuade them 
to arrange for their pupils 
visiting the theatre periodically. 
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4. Conducting of film shows- 
(a) Shows for children will be 
conducted on Fridays, Saturdays 
and Sundays only. 

(b) The other four days in the 
week will be set apart for the 
screening of documentaries for 
the benefit of the general public. 
Speeial shows for children can 
be conducted on all the days. 


(c) The theatre will be exclu- 
sively used for performances 
connected with the cultural acti- 
vities of children. Children’s 
organizations and other organi- 
zations which require the theatre 
to organize cultural shows for 
children may be permitted to use 
the hall on such payment as may 
be fixed from time to time. 


5. Admission fee. (a) The 
admission fee will be at a flat 
tate of twelve naye Paise for 
children for children’s films as 
well as documautartes. A fee 
of twenty-five naye Paise shall 
be charged for adults for docu- 
mentaries. 


6. Availability of the theatre 


for other purposes. (a) The 
theatre may be made available 
for the following kinds of shows: 


(i) Perview shows—In the case 
of preview shows before an in- 
vited audience, the theatre may 
be made available to the exhi- 
bitor for five hours in the fore- 
noon. On days when there are 
no other scheduled shows in the 
theatre, the theatre may be 
made available for such preview 
shows in the evening also. 
The fee for the use of the theatre 
for the use of preview shows 
shall be as shown in rule 7 of 
these rules. 


(ii) Trial shows—The theatre 
may also be made available for 
the conduct of Censor shows, 
whenever the Regional Offieer 
for Film Censors requires it. 


(iii) Trial shows — Producers 
or exhibitors of films may also 
be facilitated to screen their 
films for trial runs and for pri- 
vate projection on payment of 
such fee as may be prescribed 
(see rule 7), subject to the condi- 
tion that there is no invited 
audience and the projection is 
only for the benefit of the pro- 
ducer or exhibitor and a few 
Other technical observers and 
that these shows are not convert- 
ed into preview shows. 


_ (b) The exhibitors who wish 
to screen, On a commercial basis, 
films that are of appeal to 
children, may be given the faci- 
lity for commercial exhibition of 
the film in the theatre, subject 
to the following conditions :— 
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(i) That the films are suitable 
for exhibition for children ; 


(ii) That such exhibitions do 
not interfere with the normal 
screening programme of the 
theatre ; and 


(iii) that the producer or exhi- 
bitor is willing to pay a fee of 
Rs. 50 for each show arranged 
in the theatre. If any doubt 
arises whether a particular film 
is a children’s film or not, the 
decision of the Information and 
Publicity Department will be 
final and binding. 


(c) On all occasions when the 
theatre is made available to pri- 
vate producers or exhibitors, the 
rules laid down by the manager 
for preserving and maintaining 
the dignity of the theatre should 
be strictly observed. 


7. Fees for the use of the 
theatre ~The fees prescribed cur- 
rently for the use of the theatre 
for different purpose will be as 
follows : — 


(a) For organization of cul- 
tural shows for children, by 
children’s organizations and 
other institutions, Rs. 30 per day, 
exclusive of electricity and other 
incidental charges ; 

(b) for preview shows, Rs. 100 
for five hours in the forenoon & 
Rs. 159 for 5 hrs. in the evening; 

(c) for censor shows (at rates 
to be fixed separately) ; 

(d) for trial shows, at Rs. 5 
per reel; and 

(e) for commercial exhibition of 
Children’s films, Rs. 50 for each 
show.

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Copyright Act: Board 

Constituted : 

The Government of India has 
announced the constitution of a 
Copyright Board under the 
Copyright Act, 1957. The 
Board consists of three members, 
with Mr. M.P. Satyanarayana 
Rao, Member of the Law Com- 
mission, as chairman. The other 
two members of the Board are 
Mr. B. N. Lokur, Joint Secretary 
and Legal Adviser of the 
Ministry of Law, and Dr. A. M. 
D. Rozario, Joint Educational 
Adviser of the Ministry of 
Scientific Research and Cultural 
Affairs. 

The Act provides for a Copy- 
right Board consisting of a 
chairman and not less thaa two 
and not more than eight mem- 
bers. The chairman of the Board 
is to be a person who is or has 
been a judge of the Supreme 
Court or a High Court or is 
qualified for appointment as 
judge of a High Court. 

The formation of the Board is 
one of the salient features of the 
new Copyright Act. The Board, 
which 1s to be deemed a civil 
court for certain purposes and 
whose proceeding shall be deemed 
to be judicial proceedings will 
perform the following functions: 


News «Notes 


To determine whether copies 
of any works have been issued 
to the public in sufficient guanti- 
ties or whether theterm of copy- 
right for any work is shorter in 
any other country than that 
provided in respect of that work 
under the Act. To issue com- 
plusory licences under certain 
circumstances, for the re-publi- 
cation of public performance or 
radio diffusion works withheld 
from the public; to issue 
licences, under certain circum- 
stances, for the production and 
publication of translations of 
literary and dramatic works in 
any language covered by the 
Constitution of India. 


COMPULSORY LICENCES 

To decide objections raised by 
any persons any fees or charges 
of royalties levied by performing 
rights societies and, if necessary, 
to alter such fees, charges or 
royalties, 

To act as an appellate autho- 
rity in regard to the decisions 
given by the Registrar of Copy- 
rights and to fix the rate of 
royalty to be paid by any person 
making records to the owner of 
copyright in the work recorded. 

The Board will ordinarily hear 
proceedings instituted before it 
Within the zone (as defined by 
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the States “Reorganisation Act, 
1956) in which the person insti- 
tuting the proceeding resides. 

Appeals against the orders of 
the Copyright Board will have to 
be made to the High Courts. 


It is expected that the first 
meeting of the Copyright Board 
will be held in October, 1958 


The Registrar of Copyright 
will be the Secretary of the 
Copyright Board.

By G. O. No. 3470, Revenue, 
18th September '58 S. R. O. No.

AMENDMENT 


In the said rules, after rule 50, 
the following rule shall be 
inserted, namely :— 


'50-A. Any Officer of the 
Commercial Taxes Department 
not lower in rank than as 
Assistant Commercial Tax 
Officer may enter and search at 
all reasonable times any pre- 
mises where records such as 
accounts, tickets, used and 
unused, and portions thereof, 
all stamps or any other article 
connected therewith are kept or 
suspected to be kept by the pro- 
prietor in respect-of which an 
offence under the Madras 
Entertainments Tax Act 1939, 
is reasonably suspected to have 
been committed and seized all or 
any of them for the purpose of 
investigation. 

Provided that the said officer 
seizing the records, accounts, 
tickets or any other article 
connected therewith shall grant 
a receipt for the same and retain 
the same as long as may be 
necessary for the purpose of the 
said investigation.

Postal Information : 


Posting under Clause 57 (7) of 
Post & Telegraph Guide : 

The circular issued by the 
Presidency Postmaster, Madras, 
relating to the posting of articles 
under Clause 57 (7) of the Post 
& Tele. Guide, is quoted below: 

“It has been brought to my 
notice that book-packets requir- 
ing to be posted under clause 57 
(7) of Post & Telegraph Guide, 
do not conform tothe provisions 
contained therein. In almost all 
cases, in which such articles are 
taxed for infringement of the 
said Clause, it is seen that they 
instead of being presented at the 
counter of the Post Office after 
drawing the attention of the 
Clerk, are invariably posted in 
the Letter box. I therefore, re- 
quest that the messengers, who 
may be deputed to post such 
articles, are asked to present 
them at the counter of the Sort- 
ing Department, Madras G.P.O. 
so that taxation of articles aris- 
ing out of thefailure on the part 
of your messengersto observe the 
said clause, and correspondence 
arising out of it may be avoided. 
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2. In the case of franked 
articles, though they are also to 
be presented at the counter of 
the Post Office, it is seen, that 
such of those as are required to 
be posted under Clause 57 (7) at 
book-packet rates of postage, 
are not separated and given to 
the counter clerk for disposal. 
As this also results in taxation 
of articles, I request you kindly 
to instruct your subordinates 
suitably in the matter. 


3. An extract of Clause 57 
(7) of Post & Telegraph Guide is 
sent herewith for information ” 


“ Extract of Clause 57 (7) of 
P. 4 T. Guide: Contents: A 
book packet may contain docu- 
ments wholly or partly printed 
in imitation of typewriting or 
reproduced from manuscript or 
typewritten original by any 
mechanical process of polygraph 
such as Chromography, mino- 
graphy provided that (i) they are 
handed in at the post office 
counter or window. (ii) the 
special attention of the counter 
window clerk is drawn to the 
fact that they are documents of 
the kind mentioned in this sub- 
clause, and (iii) at least 20 pre- 
cisely identical copies are posted 
at the same time. 

Explanation :—By “ printing ” 
is meant any species of printing 
easy to recognise, lithograph or 
any mechanical process, except 
the copying press and the type- 
writer, ordinarily used to pro- 
duce a number of identical 
copies of written matter and easy 
to recognise “ writing ” includes 
typewriting and any mechanical 
or other process ordinarily used 
to produce a single document.”

Legal 


Exhibitors Vs. Calcutta 
Corporation : Sep. 758. 


An important judgment was 
delivered recently at the Calcutta 
High Court by Mr. Justice D. N. 
Sinha while disposing of the 
rules obtained by sixty seven 
Cinemas at Calcutta against the 
orders of the Calcutta Corpora- 
tion enhancing their existing 
Cinema licence fees. 

The Corporation on March 14 
last passed a resolution adopting 
a procedure for levy and realisa- 
tion of Cinema licence fees, 
which had the effect of increas- 
ing, by more than twenty-two 
times in some cases, the existing 
annual fee payable by cinema 
houses. The High Court, up- 
holding the contention of the 
petitioning cinemas set aside the 
Corporation resolution. 

The existing rates varied from 
Rs. 50 to Rs. 800 per year 
according to the rental valuation 
of the promises occupied by 
cinema houses. Under March 
14 resolution of the Corporation, 
Cinemas were classified into 
three categories according to their 
seating capacities, and scales of 
fees were prescribed for each 
show (ranging from Rs. 5 to 
Rs. 15) on the basis of the 
category of each Cinema. 


In effect, by the resolution the 
total amount payable by Cinema 
owners as license fees came to 
nearly Rs 18,000 for Class ‘A’ 
Cinemas (having sanctioned 
seats over 700 but not exceeding 
1000) and Rs. 6,000 for Class 
‘C’ cinemas (having sanctioned 
seats of Rs, 700 and below). 
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The rates prevalent prior to 
the said resolution were: if the 
rent of the premises was valued 
at Rs. 750 and upwards Rs. 800 
per year; at Rs. 350 to Rs. 749 
Rs. 400 per year; at Rs. 100 to 
349 Rs. 200 per year, at 
Rs. 30 to Rs. 99 Rs. 100 per 
year and at Rs. 15 to 29 Rs. 50 
per year. 


Against the resolution of the 
Corporation and the notices of 
the Commissioner, two applica- 
tions under Article 226 of the 
Constitution were moved in the 
High Court on behalf of the 
Exhibitors Syndicate (the Uttara 
and Sree) and the Chitrapur 
Cinema Calcutta, whereupon 
an injunction restraining the 
Corporation from enforcing its 
resolution w.s issued. This was 
followed by 65 other applica. 
tions. The resolution was to 
come into effect from April 1, 
last. 


PETITIONER’S CONTENTION 


On behalf of the 67 peti- 
tioners it was contended that: 

(i) The legislature has laid 
down no rule or principle as to 
what should be the terms of 
licence under section 443 of 
Calcutta Municipal Act and has 
left the matter for fixing the 
said terms completely in the 
hands of the Corporation. 

(ii) Similarly, section 549 (2) 
of the said Act gives discretion 
to the respondent Corporation 


- in fixing a scale of fees for such 


licence, without laying down 
any rational basis or principle or 
policy for regulating the fixation 
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of such fees. This amounts tc 
an unreasonable and illegal 
delegation of legislative func- 
tion. 


(iii) The legislature has not 
indicated in the said Act or in 
the schedules thereto the scale 
of fees payable in respect of 
Other licences. By failing or 
neglecting to indicate the fees 
payable for licence under Section 
443, the legislature has made 
unreasonable discrimination in 
regard to persons affected by 
Sections 443, 548 (2), the said 
Act contravenes Article 14 of 
the Constitution of India. 


RIGHTS INFRINGED 


(vi) Section 443 restricts the 
petitioner’s rights of trade by 
making it subject to the discre- 
tion of the executive without, 
at the same time, formulating or 
laying down any basis or rati- 
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onal principles under which such 
retrictions are to be imposed. In 
the premises, the said Section 
443, is inthe nature of unrea- 
sonable fetter on the property 
rights and trade rights of the 
petitioners and is Uultra Vires of 
Article 19 (1) and (f) and (g) of 
the Constitution of India. 


Delivering judgment on July 
24, the judge upheld the conten- 
tion of the petitioners and qua- 
shed the above resolution of 
March 14, so far as it purported 
to enhance the existing licence 
fees and the notices issued 
thereunder. 


In the judgment there was no 
order as to the costs. 


Mr. B. C. Mitra, Bar-at-Law, 
and Mr. Arun Kumar Mukherjee, 
Bar-at-Law assisted by Mukher- 
jee and Mr. Biswas, solictors, 
appeared for the petitioners.

Mr. K. Subrahmaniam pre- 
sided. 


Mr. Nimmai Ghosh, pleaded 
for the removal of the “cut”.

find necessary or expedient to 
this end. 


Other speakers who spoke on 
the resolutions explained the 
consequences of the Import Cut 
and demanded its removal.

Children’s Film Festival, Madras: 


Dr. S. Radhakrishnan, Vice- 
President of India performed on 
llth October 1958, a pleasant 
function of inaugurating the 
Children’s Film Festival, at the 
Children’s Theatre in the Govern- 
ment Estate, Mount Road, 
Madras. This Festival was 
organised by the Film Festival 
Committee of the Indian Coun- 
cil for Child Welfare, Madras, 
in connection with the All India 
Children’s Day Celebration. 
Dr. S. Radhakrishnan, in the 
course of his address said that it 
was acknowledged that film was 
a great medium of education. 
“There are films” he said, 
produced for adults only and 
announced so. They cannot be 
seen by children. But if there 
are special films made for child- 
ren, adults may see them and 
there is no harm done to them. 
It is now the practice in many 
countries to produce books for 
children and also films and open 
parks, where they can play 
about, draw, paintand meet one 
another, quarrel, play hide-and- 
seek and again make friends. 
Such things are happening in our 
country also.” 
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Praising the child’s heart, Dr. 
Radhakrishnan said: “ We have 
always held that a child’s heart 
is the aim of every one of us, 
human beings. In other words, 
even those who are filled with 
punditry or law are called upon 
to surrender the punditry and 
become like little children. Even 
in the Upanishad the Brahmin 
had been called upon to give up 
the pride of learning and become 
like a little child. A great 
Chinese thinker has said that 
every genius has a child’s heart 
to develop a kind of response to 
things around us-the response 
which a child makes.” 


Dr. Radhakrishnan was happy 
about the function and said, 
“You are having it in connection 
with our Prime Minister’s birth- 
day. The Prime Minister is one 
who has a child’s heart, runs 
about the mountains of Bhutan, 
makes steep descent, rides on 
yaks and yet relaxes so far as the 
work is concerned and comes 
back to us refershed.” Recall- 
ing what he had said the other 
day while unveiling a portrait of 
Tagore in Parliament, Dr. 
Redhakrishnan said that “ every 
genius, whether it is Gandhiji or 
‘Tagore or Nehru, is a compound 
of a man woman and child. He 
must have the bigger intellect of 
aman, if he isto bea genius. 
He must also have that refined 
sensibility and intensity of feel- 
ing of a woman and must have 
the perpetual wonder, which a 
child has. Unless you are able 
to combine these three things in 
a proper proportion you do not 
hit the mark of a genius.” 


They all knew, Dr. Radha- 
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krishnan added, that Gandhiji 
was fond of children. They 
also knew Tagore who wrote the 
store of Kabuliwalla. The cry- 
stalline fragments of moonlight 
in his Crescent Moon had given 
innocent joy to millions of 
children not only in this country, 
but also the world over. “ You 
find also in our Prime Minister,” 
he said “ that kind of combina- 
tion of intellectual vigour, 
refined sensibility, a sense of 
curiosity and eagerness to probe 
into the secrets of the world, and 
whether he goes all these things 
are there. The difficulty is that 
sensibility, is sometimes exploit- 
ed by grosser natures and one 
has to guard oneself against 
these dangers which people 
possess.”’ 


Dr. Radhakrishnan referred 
to the potentialities in our coun- 
try for production of good 
children’s films and said that 
“we have enough in our country 
to enthral our children Uncon- 
sciously, great ideals might be 
inculcated into the minds of 
Children. Our epic stories are 
full of characters which teach us 
to be loving even to our enemies, 
These are ideals which uncon- 
sciously get in the minds of 
children if you produce them 
through beautiful films. There 
are ever so many characters. If 
education consists in a ‘vision, of 
greatness’ you can produce that 
‘vision of greatness’ in the rinds 
of the children by means of great 
films. But it has to be done 
with care and with discrimina- 
tion. Your lessons must not be 
didactic. All films should con- 
vey information, entertainment, 
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enlightenment and humanity. 
Unless the films are able to por- 
tray these different qualities they 
will never succeed,” 

“If you teach the young child,” 
Dr. Radhakrishnan added 
“through films, the tendency is 
not to do that but to disobey 
that. It is essential, therefore 
that any lesson. you wish to 
inculcate in childern will have to 
be done in an unconscious way 
through an appeal to their sense 
of beauty, rhythm, music, etc.,” 
The organisers of the Film Festi- 
val, he said, would have to 
choose proper films which had 
both educative and entertain- 
ment value. 


Then Mr. C. Subramaniam, 
Minister for Education, who pre- 
sided said that they were obliged 
to borrow films from “various 
countries because sufficient films 
had not been produced in India 
exclusively for children. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the film 
producers would hereafter come 
forward to produce some films 
for children. The State Govern- 
ment had constituted a Children’s 
Film Committee and they were 
trying their best to promote 
production of films for children. 


Mrs. S. Manjubhashini, 
General Secretary, proposed a 
vote of thanks.

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The Cinematograph (Censorship) Rules, 1958 


By the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting, New Delhi, 
Notification No. G. S. R. 945 
dated the 7th October, 1958 and 
in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by Section 8 of the Cine- 
matograph Act, 1952 (37 of 1952) 
the Central Government have 
re-issued the following rules, 
namely :— 


1. Short Title and Commence- 
ment :—(1) These rules may be 
called the Cinematograph (Cen- 
sorship) Rules, 1958. 

(2) They shall come into 
force on the 14th of Oct. 758. 


2. Definitions:—In these 
rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires :— 

(i) ‘Act? means the Cinemato- 
graph Act, 1952 (37 of 1952); 

(ii) “Advisory Panel’ means 
the Advisory Panel of the Board 
constituted under Rule 8; 

(iii) ‘Applicant’ means a per- 
son applying for a film to be 
certified for public exhibition; 

(iv) ‘Assistant Regional 
Officer’ means an Assistant Regi- 
onal Officer appointed under 
Rule 10 and includes the Secre- 
tary to the Chairman; 

(v) ‘Board’ means the Board 
of Film Censors constituted 
under Section 3 of the Act; 

(vi) ‘Bombay Film’ means any 
film other than a Calcutta or 
Madras Film; 

(vii) ‘Calcutta Film’ means a 
film imported from abroad into, 
or produced in, the States of 
West Bengal, Bihar, Orissa or 
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Assam or the Union Territory of 
Manipur or Tripura or the 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands; 


(vili) ‘Chairman’ means the 
Chairman of the Board; 

(ix) ‘Madras Film’ means a 
film imported from abroad into, 
Or produced in, the States of 
Madras, Andhra Pradesh, 
Mysore or Kerala or the State of 
Pondicherry or the Union Terri- 
tory of Laccadive, Minicoy and 
Amindivi [slands; 


(x) ‘Regional Officer’ means 
the Regional Officer appointed 
under Rule 10, and includes an 
Additional Regional Officer 
appointed under that Rule; 


(xi) ‘Schedule’ means 
Schedule to these rules; 


3. Constitution of the Board : 
The Board of Film Censors 
constituted under Section 3 of 
the Act shall be known as the 
Central Board of Film Censors, 
and shall consist of a Chairman 
and six other members to be 
appointed by the Central Gov- 
ernment. 


4. Terms of Office: —(I) A 
member of the Boad shall hold 
Office during the pleasure of the 
Central Government. 


(2) Subject to the provisions 
of Sub-rule (1), every such mem- 
ber shall hold Office for a term 
of three years 


Provided that any person 
holding Office as a member of 
the Board immediately before 
the commencement of these rules 
shall hold such Office only, for 


the 
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the remainder of the term for 
which he was appointed; 


(3) A retiring member ora 
member whose term of office 
has expired by efflux of time 
shall be eligible for re-appoint- 
ment. 

5, Casual Vacancy :—A 
casual vacancy caused in the 
Board by resignation, death or 
removal of a member, or other- 
wise, shall be filled by the 
appointment of another member 
who shall hold Office for the 
remainder of the term of the 
member in whose place he is 
appointed. 

6. Headquarters :—U nless 
otherwise directed by the Central 
Government, the Headquarters 
of the Board shall be at Bombay. 


7. Temporary Absence of 
Chairman :—Notwithstanding 
anything contained in these rules- 
during the absence of the Chair- 
man from the City of Bombay 
or whenever the Chairman is 
temporarily unable to exercise 
his powers or perform his duties 
under these rules owing to 
illness or any other cause the 
Central Governmentimay appoint 
another person to be the Chair- 
man. | 

Provided that where no such 
appointment is made, the Regi- 
onal Officer at Bombay, shall, in 
addition to his other duties, 
exercise the powers and perform 
the duties of the Chairman, and 
shall have the right to participate 
in meetings of the Board, but 
shall not be entitled to preside 
at any such meetings. 


8. Constitution of Advisory 
Panels :—(1) The Central Gov- 
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ernment shall constitute an 
Advisory Panel at each of the 
Towns of Bombay, Calcutta and 
Madras and at such other places 
as the Central Government may 
consider necessary : 


(2) An Advisory Panel con- 
stituted under Sub-rule (1) shall 
consist of such number of mem- 
bers as the Central Government 
may, after consultation with the 
Board, determine; 

(3) The Central Government 
may, after consultation with 
the Board, appoint any person 
whom it thinks fit to be a 
member of an Advisory Panel. 


Provided that the Central 
Government may dispense with 
such consultation in respect of 
such number of members not 
exceeding one-third of the total 
number of the members of the 
Advisory Panel, as that Govern- 
ment thinks fit. 


9, Term of the Office of 
Members of Advisory Panels :— 

(1) A member of an Advi- 
sory Panel shall hold Office 
during the pleasure of the Cen- 
tral Government. 


(2) Subject to the provisions 
of Sub-rule (1), every such mem- 
ber shall hold office for a term 
of two years: 


Provided that any person 
holding office as a member 
immediately before the com- 
mencement of these rules shall 
hold such office only for the 
remainder of the term for which 
he was appointed. 

(3) A retiring member or a 
member whose term of office has 
expired by efflux of time shall be 
eligible for re-appointment. 
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(4) A casual vacancy in an 
Advisory Panel caused by the 
resignation, death or removal of 
any member or otherwise shall 
be filled by fresh appointment, 
and the person so appointed 
shall hold office only for the 
remainder of the term for which 
the member whose place he takes 
was appointed. 


(5) The Central Government 
may remove from office any 
member of an Advisory Panel 
before the expiration of his term 
of office: 


Provided that a member 
appointed to an Advisory Panel 
after consultation with the Board 
shall not be so removed except 
on the recommendation of, or 
after consultation with, the 
Board. 


16. Regional and Assistant 
Reginoal Officers etc., 

(1) For the purpose of enabl- 
ing the Board to perform its 
functions under thee Act, the 
Central Government may 


appoint Regional Officers, Addi- ` 


tional Regional Officers, Assis- 
tant Regional Officers and such 
other Officers, at Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras and at any 
other place as the Central 
Government may consider neces- 
sary : 

Provided that the Central 
Government may delegate to the 
Chairman subject to such con- 
ditions and limitations if any, as 
may be specified by it, the power 
of appointment conferred on it 
under this sub-rule, other than 
the power of appointment in 
relation to the posts of Regional 
Officers, Additional Regional 
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Officers and Assistant Regional 
Officers : 


Provided further that the 
Chairman may grant leave to, or 
suspend, or remove from service, 
any officer appointed by him 
under the powers delegated to 
him under this sub-rule. 

(2) The Regional Officers, 
Assistant Regional Officers and 
Other officers appointed under 
sub-rule (1) shall perform such 
duties as may be assigned to 
them by these rules or by the 
Board. 

il. Duties of the Board :— 
The Board shall, in addition to 
Other duties prescribed under 
these rules :— 


(1) Submit an annual report 
to the Central Government 
reviewing the work done by the 
Board during the preceding 
financial year ; 


(2) Prescribe the manner in 
which the registers, records and 
accounts of the Board shall be 
Kept; 

(3) review the work of 
Regional Officers and members 
of the Advisory Panels; 

(4) issue directives to Regi- 
onal Officers and members of 
the Advisory Panels regarding 
the principles to be observed in 
determining whether a film is or 
is not suitable for public exhi- 
bition or is suitable for unres- 
tricted public exhibition or for 
public exhibition ‘restricted to 
adults. 


12. Assessment of Public 
Reactions to Films :—With a 
view to determining the princi- 
ples to be observed in certifying 
films, the Board may take such 
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steps as it thinks fit 10 assess 
public reactions to films. 


13. Remuneration of Chair- 
man, and Allowances Payable to 
Members of the Board and the 
Advisory Panels :— 

(1) The Chairman shall receive 
such salary and aliowances and 
shall be subject to such other 
conditions of service as are 
sepecified in the terms of his 
appointment. 


(2) Every member of the 
Board other them the Chairman 
and every non-official member 
.of an- Advisory Panel shall be 
paid such travelling allowances 
as the Central Government may, 
from time to time determine. 


14. Meetings of the Board :— 


(1) The, Board shall ordi- 
narily meet once a quarter for 
the transaction of business, but 
the Chairman may at any time 
call an extraordinary meeting 
if he considers it necessary to do 
SO. 

(2) Meetings of the Board 
shall be held at such places as 
the Chairman in his discretion 
may fix for the purpose. 


15. Co-opted Members :— 
The Chairman may co-opt any 
one cr more of the Regional 
Officers as a member or as mem- 
bers of the Board for the purpose 
of attending a particular meeting 
of the Board, and such officer or 
officers shall then be entitled to 
participate in the deliberations 
of the Board at that meeting but 
shall not be entitled to vote. 


16. Notice of Meeting :— 
(1) At least seven clear days’ 
notice of all meetings of the 
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Board shall be given to each 
member, but an urgent meeting 
may be called by the Chairman 
at three clear days’ notice. 


(2) The notice shall state 
the business to be transacted at 
the meeting and no business 
other than that stated shall be 
transacted at such meeting 
except with the consent of the 
Chairman or on his motion. 


17. Business Ordinarily to be 
Transacted at Meetings :— 


The business of the Board 
shall ordinarily be transacted at 
a meeting duly called in accor- 
dance with the provisions of 
these rules. 


Provided that the Chairman 
may, if he thinks fit, circulate 
any urgent matter among the 
members for their opinion. 

' 

18. Quorum:—At every mect- 
ing of the Board three members 
if the Chairman be present, and 
five members if he be absent 
shall form a guorum. 


19, President of the Meeting: 
Meetings of the Board shall be 
presided over by the Chairman 
or, in his absence by a member 
elected by the members present 
from among themselves. 


20. Question to be Decided 
by Majority of Votes : —Every 
question before the Board shall 
be decided by a majority of votes 
and in the case of equality of 
votes, the Chairman or the mem- 
ber elected to preside under 
rule 19, as the case may be, 
shall have a second or casting 
vote.

21. Board etc., may Function 
Notwithstanding Vacancies : — 


The Board or any Advisory 
Panel may exercise its functions 
notwithstanding any vacancy 
therein, and no act or proceed- 
ing of the Board or the Advisory 
Panel shall be called in question 
on the ground merely of the 
existence of any vacancy in the 
Board or the Advisory Panel, as 
the case may be. 


22. Application for Exami- 
nation of Films :— 

(1) Every application to 
certify a film for public exhi- 
bition shall be made in writing 
in Form I or Form II set out in 
the schedule according as the 
film is produced in, or imported 
into India. 


(2) The application shall be 
addressed to the Board and 
delivered to the Regional Officer 
concerned according as the film 
is a Bombay Film, Calcutta Film 
or Madras Film. 


Provided that where films 
are imported into India, the 
Chairman may direct or permit 
applications in respect of them 
to be delivered to a Regional 
Officer other than the Regional 
Officer to whom such appli- 
cations would have been deli- 
vered but for this proviso. 


Provided further that the 
Chairman may inthe following 
circumstances direct or permit 
applications in respect of any 


films or class of films to be deli- ' 


vered to a Regional Officer 
other than the Regional Officer 
to; whom such applications 
would have been delivered but 
for this proviso namely : 
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(i) Where a Bombay Film is 
produced in any State other than 
the State of Bombay, or 


Gi) where the Chairman is 
satisfied that immediate action 
for examination of a film is 
necessary, or 


(ili) where examination of a 
film with the assistance of per- 
sons well acquainted with the 
language of the film is not possi- 
ble at the place where but for 
the provisions of this proviso, 
it would have been delivered for 
examination. 


(3) Every such application 
shall be accompanied by :— 


(a) the fee prescribed under 
rule 37; 

(b) eight typed or printed 
copies of the synopsis of the 
film and of the full text of the 
songs, if any; 


Provided that where the film 
is in a language other than Eng- 
lish or an Indian language, the 
applicant shall furnish eight 
typed or printed copies of the 
translation in English or Hindi 
of the synopsis and of the full 
text of the songs, if any: 


Provided further that in the 
case of a film referred to in the 
preceding proviso, the Regional 
Officer may direct the applicant 
to furnish also eight typed or 
printed copies of the translation: 
in English or Hindi of the full 
text of the dialogues, speeches 
or commentary : 


(c) the original certificate or a 
duplicate certificate or, where 
the original certificate did not 
bear a triangle mark, a photo- 
stat copy of the certificate if 
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the application is made for the 
examination of the film as pro- 
‘vided for in rule 28. 


(4) If in the case of a news- 
reel, documentary or other short 
film the Regional Officer is 
satisfied that the applicant is not 
able to furnish the documents 
specified in clause (b) of sub-rule 
(3), along with the application 
for reasons beyond his control, 
the Regional Officer may direct 
that such documents may be 
furnished within such period 
after the examination of the 
film as he may specify, or that 
the submission of such docu- 
ments may be dispensed with. 


(5) No such application shall 
be accompanied by any docu- 
ments other than those mention- 
ed in clause (b) and (c) of sub- 
rule (3). 


23. Examining Committee :— 


(1) On receipt of an appli- 
cation under rule 22 the Regional 
Officer shall appoint an Examin- 
ing Committee to Examine the 
Film. The examination shall be 
made at such place and at such 
time as the Regional Officer may 


determine and at the expense of . 


the applicant. 


(2) The Examining Committee 
shall consist of :— 


. (a) in the case of newsreel, 
documentary short, or a cartoon 
of in the case of a film predomi- 
nantly educational, a member of 
the Advisory Panel and the 
“Regional Officer or Assistant 
Regional Officer and 

(b) in the case of any other 
film, four members of the Advi- 
sory Panel and the Regional 
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Officer or the Assistant Regional 
Officer ; 


Provided that if the Regional 
Officer or Assistant Regional 
Officer is unavoidably absent at 
the examination of a film, the 
Examining Committee shall con- 
sist of two members of the 
Advisory Panel in‘a case falling 
under clause (a) and five members 
of the Advisory Panel in a case 
falling under clause (b). 


(3) Immediately after the 
examination of the film, the 
Opinion of the members of the 
Examining Committee attending 
the examination shall be record- 
ed in duplicate by the Regional 
Officer or Assistant Regional 
Officer, or in the absence of 
both, by a member of the Com- 
mittee appointed by the Regi- 
onal Officer for this purpose 
Stating, with regard to each 
member, whether he considers : 

(a) that the film is oris not 
Suitable for unrestricted public 
exhibition ; or 

(b) that the film is or is not 
suitable for public exhibition 
restricted to adults; or 


(c) that the film will be suit- 
able for unrestricted public 
exhibition, or public exhibition 
restricted to adults, as the case 
may be, if a specified portion or 
Specified portions be deleted 
therefrom. 

(4) One copy of the record 
prepared under sub-rule (3) shall 
be sent by the Regional Officer 
to the Chairman forthwith. 


24. Certification:—On receipt 
of the record referred to in rule 
23, the Chairman shall, unless he 
proceeds under sub-rule (1) or 
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rule 25, direct the Regional Officer 
concerned to certify the film on 
behalf of the Board as being 
suitable for unrestricted public 
exhibition or for public exhi- 
bition restricted to adults as the 
case may be: 


Provided that the Chairman 
may, with the previous approval 
of the Central Government 
authorises any Regional Officer 
- to certify without any such direc- 
tion any class or kind of film 
after the Examining Committees 
have examined and recommen- 
ded such certification : 


Provided further that before 
certifying any film for public 
exhibition restricted to adults, the 
Chairman or as the case may be, 
the Regional Officer, shall give 
the applicant a reasonable oppor- 
tunity of representing his case, 


25. Revising Committee :— 


(1) On receipt of the record 
referred to in rule 23, the Chair- 
man may, of his own motion or 
on the request of the applicant, 
refer it to a Revising Committee 
constituted by him for the 
purpose. 


(2) The Revising Committee 
shall ordinarily consist of the 
Chairman and, subject to sub- 
rule (5), all the resident members 
of the Advisory Panel of the 
place where the application under 
rule 22 was received: 


Provided that, subject to the 
guorum specified ia sub-rule (10), 
the preceedings of the Com- 
mittee shall not be guestioned on 
the ground merely of the absence 
of any member or members of 
the Advisory Panel : 
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» Provided further that the 
Chairman may, at his discretion, 
constitute, for the examination 
of any specified film, a Special 
Revising Committee consisting 
of the Chairman and such num- 
ber of members of the Advisory 
Panel of the place where the 
application under rule 22 was 
received or of any other place as 
may be specified by him. 


(3) The Chairman, if present 
shall preside at every meeting of 
the Revising Committee (includ- 
ing the Special Revising Com- 
mittee) If he is unable to 
attend, amember of the Advisory 
Panel nominated by the Chair- 
man for the purpose shall 
preside. 


(4) The Regional Officer may 
be invited to attend any meeting 
of a Revising Committee (includ- 
ing a Special Revising Com- 
mittee) and participate in pro- 
ceedings thereof but he shall 
have no right to vote thereat. 


(5) No member of the Advisory 
Panel who has been a member of 
the Examining Committee for 
any film shall be a member of 
the Revising Committee or 
Special Revising Committee in 
respect of the same film. 


(6) The Revising Committee 
or Special Revising Committee 
Shall examine the film at such 
time and at such place as the 
Chairman may determine, and, 
if the examination be at ‘the 
request of the applicant, at the 
latter’s expense. 


(7) For the purpose of exami- 
nation of the fllm by a Revising 
Committee or Special Revising 
Committee under sub-rule (6), 
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the applicant may be required to 
furnish twenty-five typed or 
printed copies of the synopsis of 
the film and of the full text of 
the songs, if any : 

Provided that in the case of 
film in a language other than 
English or an Indian language, 
the applicant shall furnish 
twenty-five typed or printed 
copies of the translation in 
English or Hindi of the synopsis 
and of thefull text of songs, if 
any : 

Provided further that in the 
case Of a film referred to in the 
preceeding proviso, the Chair- 
man may direct the applicant to 
furnish also twenty-five typed or 
printed copies of the translation 
in English or Hindi of the full 
text of the dialogues, speeches or 
commentary ; 


Provided also that where the 
Chairman is satisfied that the 
applicant is not able to furnish 
the documents specified in this 
sub-rule for reasons beyond his 
control, the Chairman may 
direct that the submission of 
such documents may be dispen- 
sed with. 


(8) Immediately after the 
examination of the film by the 
Revising Committee or the 
Special Revising Committee as 
the case may be, the opinion of 
the members attending the exa- 
mination shall be recorded in 
duplicate stating with regard to 
each member of the particulars 
specified in sub-rule (3) of 
rule 23. 


(9) One copy of the record 
prepared under sub-rule (8) shall 
be ay to the Chairman forth- 
wita. 
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(10) The guorum of a Revis- 
ing Committee shall be half the 
membership of the Advisory 
Panel excluding the non-resident 
members and the members who 
sat on the Examining Committee 
in respect of the same film. 


(11) The quorum for a Special 
Revising Committee shall be 
five. 

(12) The decision of a Revis- 
ing Committee and a Speciai 
Revising Committee shall be 
that of the majority of the mem- 
bers attending the examination 
of the film and, in the event of 
an equality of votes, the presiding 
officer shall havea second or 
casting vote. 

(13) On receipt of the record 
under sub-rule (9) the Chairman 
shall issue or authorise the Regi- 
onal Officer to issue a certificate 
in conformity with the decision 
of the Revising Committee or 
the Special Revising Committee. 


26. Issue of Certificate subject 
to removal of portions of 
film :— 

(1) Where the applicant is in- 
formed by a Regional Officer or 
the Chairman thata film will not 
be certified for unrestricted 
public exhibition or for public 
exhibition restricted to adults, 
as the case may be, unless a 
specified portion or portions 
thereof .be removed from the 
film the Regional Officer may, 
with the approval of the Chair- 
man, issue a certificate certifying 
the film for unrestricted public 
exhibition or public exhibition 
restricted to adults, as the case 
may be, if he is: satisfied 
on a declaration made m 
writing by the applicant that the 
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portion or portions objected to 
have been deleted from the film 
and from all copies thereof in 
the applicant’s possession and 
Surrendered to him. The portion 
or portions of the film and of 
al] copies thereof so surrendered 
shall be preserved for a period of 
three months and thereafter 
destroyed : 


Provided that single excisions 
exceeding seventy-five feet in 
length shall be preserved for a 
period of six months before they 
are destroyed. 

Explanation: For the pur- 
pose of satisfying himself that 
the portion or portion objected 
to have been deleted, the 
Regional Officer or the Chair- 
man may, at the expense of the 
applicant, himself examine the 
film, or cause it to be examined 
by one or more members of the 
Advisory Panel at such time and 
place as he may determine. 

(2) A certifieate issued under 
sub-rule (1) shall be endorsed 
with a specification of the portion 
Or portions required to be 
removed and a statement of the 
exact length of each part or 
parts removed, and shall bear a 
clearly visible triangle drawn at 
the left hand bottom corner of 
the certificate. 


(3) Where any film has been 
granted a certificate under this 
rule subject to the condition that 
a specified portion or portions 
thereof be removed from the 
film, any person who imports or 
otherwise acquires a copy of the 
film after the date of certificate 
aforesaid, shall, surrender to the 
Board such portion or portions 
in any such copy. 
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« 27. Deposit of a copy of certi- 
fied film :— 


After the Regional Officer or 
the Chairman, as the case may 
be, has affixed his signature to 
the certificate granted under 
rule 24, 25 or26 and priorto the 
delivery or despatch of the certi- 
ficate to the applicant, a copy of 
the film as certified by the Board 
in 35 millimetre or 16 millimetre 
or a shooting script thereof 
shall be deposited with the Board 
by the applicant at his own ex- 
pense for the purpose of record, 


Provided that where the Chair- 
man or Regional Officer is of 
Opinion that the applicant for 
reasons beyond his control is 
unable to deposit such copy or 
Script prior to delivery or des- 
patch of the certificate, the Chair- 
man or the Regional Officer may 
deliver the certificate on the 
applicant’s giving an undertak- 
ing that he shall deposit the said 
copy or script within such time 
not exceeding sixty days as may 
be specified by the Chairman or 
Regional Officer. 


28. Validity of certificate : 


(1) A certificate in respect. of 
a film which isin forceon the 
lst day of March, 1958, or which 
is issued onor after that date 
shall remain valid fora period 
of ten years from the date of 
its issue. 

Provided that any certificate 
issued under the Cinematograph 
(Censership) Rules, 1951, shall 
be valid for a period of ten years 
from the date on which it was so 
issued. 


(2) A fresh certificate may be 
issued on an application made 
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under rule 22 for the examinac 
tion of the film under rule 23, 
but the Regional Officer, may, 
with the prior approval of the 
Chairman, -dispense with such 
examination. 


29. Certificate liable to can- 
cellation by the Board : 


A certificate granted by the 
Board under these rules shall be 
granted subject to the condition 
that it shall be liable to cancella- 
tion in the event of the film in 
respect of which the certificate 
was granted being exhibited in a 
form other than the one in which 
it was certified. 


30. Seizure of the copy of a 
certified film : 


(1) When a film certified 
under these rules is exhibited in 
a form other than the one in 
which it was certified by the 
Board, it may be sezied on the 
spot in pursuance of an order 
passed by the District Magistrate 


or any magistrate of the first 


class or sub-Divisional Magist- 
rate empowered in this behalf by 
the District Magistrate. 


(2) The copy of the film seized 
under sub-rule (1) may be cited 
in evidence against the exhibitor 
of the film in the proceedings 
against him for contravention of 
the provisions of Part II of the 
Act. 


31. Information and docu- 
ments to be given to distributors 
with respect to certified films as 
required under section 6-A of 
the Act: - 


(1) Any person who delivers 
any certified film to any distri- 
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butor or exhibitor shall notify in 
writing to the distributor or 
exhibitor, as the case may be, 
all the particulars respecting the 
film mentioned in section 6-A 
of the Act, together with such 
other particulars as may be 
specified on the obverse and the 
reverse of the certificate granted 
by the Board in respect of that 
m. 


Explanation:—Delivery of a 
duplicate copy of the certificate 
or copy thereof duly attested to 
be a true copy by a magistrate 
shall be deemed to be sufficient 
compliance with the provision of 
this rule. 


(2) The provision of sub-rule 
(1) shall apply in relation to an 
amendment of a certificate in 
respect of a film, as it applies in 
relation to the certificate itself. 


32. Uncertification of a film 
under section 6 :—Where in ex- 
ercise of the powers conferred 
by section 6 of the Act, the 
Central Government. by noti- 
fication, directs that a certified 
film shall be deemed to be an 
uncertified film in the whole of 
India the applicant and any 
other person or persons to whom 
the rightsin the film have passed, 
shall surrender the certificate 
and all copies of the duplicate 
certificate granted in respect of 
the film, to the Board within one 
month from the date of the 
notification. 


Provided that the Chairman 
may, at the written request of 
the applicant or any other per- 
son concerned, extend the said 
period. 
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33. Re-examination of certi- 
fied films :— 


(1) In the case of a film which 
has been certified for public 
exhibition, if a representation is 
received from any member of 
the Board or any of its Advisory 
Panels, the representation shall 
be considered by the Board as 
soon as Convenient. Any reper- 
sentation received from a mem- 
ber of the public or from any 
association or group of indivi- 
duals shall be examined by the 
Chairman and, if he considers it 
desirable, shall be laid before 
the Board for consideration. 


(2) Where the Board considers 
that the film should be re-ex- 
amined or where the Central 
Government directs the Board to 
arrange for the re-examination 
of a certified film, the Chairman 
shall appoint a Reviewing Com- 
mittee to re-examine the film, 
consisting of the Chairman and 
two members of the Board 
nominated by the Chairman; 


Provided that where two mem- 
bers of the Board are not readily 
available to serve on the Com- 
mittee, the Chairman may, in 
place of one such member, 
nominate a member of an Advi- 
sory Panel to the Committee. 


(3) The place, date and time 
of such re-examination shall be 
determined by the Chairman. 


(4) The Chairman shall for- 
ward the opinion of the Com- 
mittee to the Central Govern- 
ment who may pass such orders 
thereon as it deems fit. 


(5) The original applicant for 
the examination of the film or 
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the person to whom the rights of 
ownership or distribution in the 
film have passed shall, on receiv- 
ing written notice from or on 
publication of the notice in the 
Official Gazette, by the Chair- 
man or the Central Government, 
as the case may be, arrange to 
deliver a copy of the certified 
film to the Regional Officer con- 
cerned within such time as may 
be specified in such notice for 
examination by the Reviewing 
Committee under sub-rule (2) or 
by the Central Government to 
enable it to arrive at a decision 
under sub-rule (4) or sections 5 
and 6 of the Act. 


(6) No order under sub-rule 
(4) or under section 5 or section 
6 of the Act shall be made to the 
prejudice of the applicant unless 
he has had an opportunity of 
representing his case. 


34. Alteration of film after 
issue of certificate : 


(1) When a film is altered by 
excision, addition, colouring or 
Otherwise, after it has been 
certified under these rules, it 
shall not be exhibited unless the 
portion or portions excised, 
added coloured -or otherwise 
altered, have been reported to 
the Board in Form III in the 
Schedule and the Board have 
endorsed particulars of the 
alteration or alterations on the 
certificate. 


Explanation I: Reasonable 
wear and tear in the normal 
course of handling or projecting 
a film shall not be deemed to be 
an alteration of the film within 
the meaning of this sub-rule. 
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Explanation II : Any addition, 
deletion, alteration or replace- 
ment of back ground music in a 
film or a mere change in gauge 
shall not be deemed to be an 
alteration of the film within the 
meaning of this sub-rule unless 
the Chairman by general or 
special order otherwise directs. 


(2) On receipt of the report 
referred to in sub-rule (1), the 
Regional Officer shall appoint an 
Examining Committe to examine, 
at the expense of the applicant, 
the reel or reels in which the 
portion or portions altered 
occur : 


Provided that the Examining 
Committee may, in its discretion, 
re-examine the entire film. 


Provided further that where a 
film is,aliered by excision only, 
it shall not iordnarily be neces- 
sary to appoint an Examining 
Committee unless the Regional 
Officer in any case otherwise 
directs. 


(3) The Examining Committee 
appointed under sub-rule (2), 
shall consist of one member of 
the Advisery Panel and the 
Regional Officer or Assistant 
Regional Officer : 


Provided that where both the 
Regional Officer and Assistant 
Regional Officer are unavoidably 
ahsent at the examination of the 
film or any reel there of, the 


Examining Committee shall con- , 


sist of two members of the 
Advisory Panel. 


35. Amendment of a certi- 
ficate granted by the Board after 
notification under section 6— 
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When a notification, is published 
under the powers conferred by 
section 6 of the Act, declaring 
that a film in respect of which a 
‘U’ certificate has been granted 
shall be deemed to be film in 
respect of which an ‘A’ certi- 
ficate has been granted, the per- 
son to whom the certificate has 
been granted or the person to 
whom the rights in the film have 
passed as the case may be, shall 
produce the certificate to the 
Board for amendment within a 
fortnight of the said publication. 


36. Certificates : 


(1) A certificate authorising 
the public exhibition of a film 
shall be in one of the Forms IV 
or V set out in the Schedule 
according as the authorisation is 
for unrestricted public exhibition 
or for public exhibition restricted 
to adults. 


(2) The certificate shall be 
signed for and on behalf of the 
Board by the Chairman or by a 
Regional Officer for the Chair- 
man. 


(3) The prescribed mark of 
the Board shall be a film copy 
of the certificate, i.e., a trailer 
certificate not less than 15ft. or 
6ft. long, according as the 
film is in 35 mm. or 16 mm. 
which shall be affixed to the film 
and always exhibited with it. 

(4) A certificate of a film pre- 
dominantly educational shall be 
in Form VI. 


37. Fees :— |

Provided that where an appli- 
cant applies for a film being 
certified as predominantly educa- 
tional under sub-rule (4) of the 
rule 36, the fee for the examina- 
tion shall be charged at the rate 
of rupees five per 1,000 feet or 
400 feet according as the film is 
in 35 mm. or 16 mm. or a fraction 
thereof, irrespective of the total 
length of the film: 


Provided further that if a film 
exceeding 2,000, feet or 800 feet 
according as the film is in 35 mm.

Provided that where the fresh 
certificate is granted -without 
examination of the film under 
sub-rule (2) of rule 28, the fees 
charged shall be one-tenth of the 
fees charged for the examination 
of a film under this sub-rule. 


(3) A fee of rupee one, shall

38. Power of Entry:

cinemas, in the discharge of his 
duties under the Act, or these 
rules. 


39. Advertisement of films: 


Any person advertising a film 
certified for public exhibition 
restricted to adults orthe exhi- 
‘bition of such film by means of 
insertions in newspapers, hoard- 
ings, posters, or hand bills shall, 
after the date of its certification, 
indicate in such insertions in 
newspapers, hoardings, posters 
or handbills that the film has 
been certified for public exhibi- 
tion restricted to adults only. 
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40. Maintenance of Register : 


(1) The Board shall maintain 
a register in which shall be 
entered :— 


(a) the name of every film 
examined under the Act: 


(b) the name of the person 
applying for a certificate ; 


(c) the name of the person or 
company producing or releasing 
the film ; 


(d) the name of the country 
in which the film was originally 
produced ; 


(e) the name of the place 
where the film was examined ; 


(f) the date of the examina- 
tion ; 

(g) the names of the persons 
who examined the film ; 


(h) the result of the examina- 
tion and of any further proceed- 
ings thereon ; 


(i) the number and date of the 
certificate issued, if any, together 
with a copy of any endorsement 
made thereon. 


(2) For the purpose of enabl- 
ing the Board to maintain such 
a register, the Regional Officers 
at Bombay, Calcutta and Madras 
shall each maintain similar regis- 
ters in respect of applications for 
certification made to them and 
send to the Board a duplicate 
copy of every entry made in it, 
as soon as may, be, after it has 
been made. 


(3) A copy of the entries in 
the register maintained by the 
Board made during any month

41. Certain film, to continue 
to remain uncertified films: 


If a film has been declared by 
a notification issued before the 
15th January, 1951, by any state 
Government to be an uncertified 
film in any part or parts of the 
State concerned and if the said 
notification has not ceased to be 
in force by virtue of the proviso 
to sub-rule (2) of rule 35 of the 
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Export Promotion : 
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Cinematograph (Censorship) 
Rules, 1951, the film shall not be 
publicly exhibited unless it is 
certified for public exhibition in 
accordance with the provisions 
of these rules : 

Provided that before certifying 
any such films for public exhibi- 
tion the Board shall obtain the 
prior approval of the Central 
Government.
